The fact that we had coined in all but 
8,045,888 silver dollars up to 1873 is being 
used as an argument in a way that is mis- 
leading, At first all the coin in the coun- 
try was foreign coin, and State laws regu- 
lated the value thereof. The constitu- 
tional provision which forbade the States 
to make anything but gold and silver coin 
a legal tender in payment of debts was 
construed as permitting them to make 
foreign coins a legal tender. The conse- 
quence was that the bulk of our coin cur- 
rency was foreign till a comparatively re- 
cent date, and not until 1874 did any act of 
Congress attempt to restrict the legal- 
tender function to United States coins 
alone. Trade with Latin America kept us 
well supplied with Spanish and Mexican 
dollars and smaller coins equal to our own 
in intrinsic value and legal-tender power. 
The produce of the West was exchanged 
at New Orleans for Spanish doubloons and 
dollars, or for French gold and silver 
coins, which for a long time was the 
only money with which the West pur- 
chased goods in the East. Later, the 
Santa Fe trade brought wagon-loads of 
Mexican coin into Missouri. Immigrants 
put in circulation the gold and silver coins 
of all the European countries. Those who 
were boys from 1840 to 1853 remember that 
the money they got was nearly always in 
French five-frane pieces, German thalers 
or Spanish silver coins. Till 1853 the abun- 
dance of foreign silver in circulation ex- 
plained the small output of our own mint. 
The overvalyation of gold by the legisla- 
tion of 1853 not only checked the output of 
American silver coins, but eventually left 
but little silver coin of any stamp to be 
sent to the melting-pot abroad by the is- 
sue of greenbacks and shinplasters during 
the war. The small amount of silver we 
coined when our legislation favored the 
circulation of foreign coin—and our trade 
kept us well-supplied with it—is no crite- 
rion for the quantity of silver dollars we 
can safely coin and carry now, with our 
increased population, when foreign coins 
are by law excluded from circulation. 
— — . — — 
ANOTHER EXODUS. 

The negroes have begun another exodus, 
and this time it is from the thin lands of 
the South Atlantic States to the rich bot- 
toms of Mississippi and Arkansas. This is 
a sensible movement and will benefit both 
whites and blacks. In the alluvial re- 
gions there is a continued and increasing 
demand for negro labor, while in the hill 
countries the demand is rather on the de- 
crease. This movement of negroes is 
quite a different thing from the notorious 
exodus to Kansas which took place sey- 
eral years ago. The latter movement was 
a money-making scheme engineered in 
the interest of the railroads. Agents were 
sent through the South who represented 
Kansas as an El Dorado waiting for occu- 
pation, andthus thousands of innocent 
negroes were victimized and induced to 
leave their Southern homes for the West. 
A monstrous amount of lying was done 
through magazines and papers as to the 
cause of the exodus to Kansas. They were 
represented as fleeing for their livestoa 
place of safety. Even the Century maga- 
zine lent its reputable columns to the cir- 
culation of these silly fabrications. But 
the present exodus has both ends in the 
Southern States, which destroys a fine 
opportunity for manufacturing a fresh 
stock of lies of the Uncle-Tom's-Cabin“ 
variety.

CONGRESSIONAL STATIONERY. 

Congress appropriates a large sum of 
money for the stationery used by mem- 
bers, and the people will be proud of their 
Representatives and Senators when they 
learn what superior and costly writing 
material is used by them. Autograph 
albums are a popular variety of Congres- 
sional stationery, and are purchased by 
the dozen. They are especially valuable 
in the statistical work of the committee- 
rooms. During the year ending June 30, 
1885, the stationery used by Congressmen 
comprised dressing-cases, nail sets, cush- 
ions, opera-glasses, and silver whistles. A 
great many of these whistles were bought. 
This explains what is meant when we read 
of Congressmen “wetting their whistles,” 
and sheds a flood of explanatory light on 
a hitherto mysterious subject. The pub- 
lished itemized account of the stationery 
used is incomplete. It is thought that a 
complete list would include boot-jacks, 
warming-pans, liver medicine, street-car 
tickets, brandy smashes, and poker-chips. 
The stationery fund should not be neg- 
lected, and every encouragement should 
be given our national lawmakers to ex- 
ercise their literary faculty and acquire a 
chaste and classical style of composition.

The sys- 
tem has been carried on to such an extent in 
New Jersey that out of total receipts for the last 
fiscal year amounting to $1,171,814 the corpora- 
tions paid into the State Treasury $994,970. 
There was no other single source of revenue 
of importance. The railroad companies upon 
which the bulk of this taxation falls, amount- 
ing to $836,693, are contending in the courts the 
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in the long run.

But itis not in Jersey alone that corpora- 
tions, railroad and otherwise, are ‘‘favored 
classes.’’ In our own lovely city and State 
they are favored and privileged to a degree 
that leaves New Jersey far in the rear. The 
elevated railroad companies, the telegraph 
and telephone companies, the surface road 
companies, the gas companies and all other 
companies which pretend to be organized and 
operated for the benefit. of the community at 
large act with scarcely an exception as if they 
were superior to the law instead of amenable 
to it. The great corporations, it is hardly an 
exaggeration to say, own the Legislature. To- 
day, in one way or another, they are organiz- 
ing both the Senate and the Assembly in their 
interest. They are erecting barriers against 
hostile legislation or laying the plans which 
shall secure them privileges and immunities 
additional to those they now enjoy. The fault 
lies with the people. They allow themselves 
to be duped and deceived by ‘‘bogus’’ reform- 
ers and political impostors of all descriptions. 
If we mean to preserve democratic govern- 
ment we must see to it that the corporations in 
National, State and Municipal administrations 
are made powerless for evil. 


Forests Worth More Than Gold, 
From the Florida Herald. 

The eyes of the Northern mill men are turn- 
ing eagerly to the comparatively virgin forests 
of the South, and heavy sales of timbered land 
are constantly being announced. If the raven- 
ous saw must be fed, and no better and cheaper 
building material than wood can be devised, 
then the people of theSouth should not dis- 
pose of their heritage for a mere pittance of 
its actual value.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


Suit Against the St. Louis Gas Company for 
Underground Explosion. 

The damage suit of Martin Collins against 
the St. Louis Gaslight Company was called 
before aspecial jury to-day in Judge Horner’s 
court. The plaintiff was in the employ ofa 
city employe and was engaged in repairing 
sewers. On the morning of the 8th of Jan- 
uary, last year, Collins went to the 


sewer-trap at the corner of Second Carondelet 
avenue and Anna street and descended by the 
manhole. He had not proceeded far when an 
explosion occurred andhe was seriously in- 
jured. His damages are placed at $10,000 and 
the action for recovery from the gas company 
is based onthe allegation thatthe company 
suffered its pipes in that locality to become 
corroded, cracked and leaky so that the gas 
escaped into the sewer, causing the explosion. 

The company denies that its mains were in 
the condition referred to, and alleges that Col- 
lins went down into the sewer withan open 
lamp and an explosion was the result.

FOR THE PUBLIC GOOD. 


Signal Service Improvements—Change in the 
Published Bulletin. 

It has been generally understood that the 
Signal Service would ask Congress for a larg- 
er appropriation this year and would en- 
deavor with these means to inaugurate anum- 
ber of much-needed improvements. It is 
time that such a step is about 


to be taken, as the service all over the coun- 
try is severely handicaped by more or less 
serious drawbacks. The past year has wit- 
nessed some additions to the work of the 
service that have increased the efficiency of 
this aid to business transactions and to 

rsonal comfort. These improvements have 
n the main been only those that cost little and 
caused no appreciabie drain on the appropria- 
tion fund, such as special predictions for the 
vicinity of large cities, the distribution of such 
predictions to neighboring towns, and the new 
code of weather signals in blue and red 
colors for use in announcing atmospheric 
changes by flags. These are considerable for 
one year’s 
few when the appropriations are extended and 
the many ideas now only existing as hopes can 
be carried out.

PORTER AND KURTZ. 


Two Expert Safe Burglars, With Good Bank 
Accounts, in the Toils. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcHh. 

New Tonk, January 21.— William Kurtz, 
alias ‘‘Sheeney Mike,’’ who is wanted for the 
robbery ofthe jewelry store of Marks & Sons, 
in Troy, in February, 1884, along with Billy“ 
Porter, was arrested by the Pinkerton agency 
in Jacksonville, #la., on Tuesday. On his 


arrest he turned the diamonds in his pos- 
session into cash, and with*the proceeds em- 
ployed two of the best lawyers in Jackson- 
ville to defend him. Yesterday they secured a 
writ of habeas corpus, and it is said to be their 
intention to do their utmost to secure Kurtz’ 
release before the eng gD se gy arrive. 
At the time of the robbery of Marks’ store the 
Jewelers’ Security Alliance, an association 
formed for the protection of retail 
jewelers, took steps at once to bring 
about the arrest of Porter and Kurtz, 
who were suspected of the crime. Pinkerton’s 
Agency was employed and plans laid to catch 
them. Porter, Kurtz, and a third person 
whose name it is thought prudent to withhold 
fora while, hearing ofthe action of the Pro- 
tective Association, left the country and went 
to Europe and their subsequent movements 
were detailed in the Post-DispaTcH. In April 
ot last year Porter and Kurtz returned but 
remained but a short time. About two months 
eg pores made a second visit, leaving Porter 
behihd him in France. Robert Pinkerton, 
learning that Porter was making arrangements 
to return to this country, postponed arresting 
Kurtz until he could arrest Porter at the same 
time. While Kurtz remained in this city he was 
watched. He went into the tobacco business 
with two brothers on Eighth Avenue but the 
store was sold out and the three started a large 
tobacco factory in Jacksonville, Fla. Kurtz 
about six weeks ago went to Florida, taking 
his wife, whom he married while in England, 
with him, and, along with his interest in the 
tobacco factory, purchased an extensive 
orange grove, telling his acquaintances that 
he had enough money for the balance of his 
life, and had given up dishonest practice. 
Two weeks ago the factory was burned out, 
and since then Kurtz rarely visited the city, 
remaining at his orange grove. On the arrest 
of Porter on Tuesday, orders were telegraphed 
to Captain Cooper, who has charge of the 
Pinkerton Agency in Jacksonville, to arrest 
Kurtz and hold him untilthe arrivalof the 
requisition papers. Kurtz has worked with 
Porter for ten years, and the two are consid- 
ered to be

in the country. About six years o Kurtz 
was convicted of robbing the silk house of 
Scott & Co. ot Boston. He was arrested in Wash- 
in n and brought to Boston, where he re- 
ceived along sentence. While in prison he 
made himself very thin by drinking soap 
water and with the aid of a preparation and by 
making an incision he causeda pus to flow 
from his side. The prison physicians on exaim- 
ining him gave it as their opinion that he 
would not live a month, as he was wasting 
away on account of prison confinement. On 
their report Kurtz was pardoned, on condition 
that for the short time he had to live he would 

ive up his evil associates and practices. 
Before the pardon vas granted he 
told Mr. Scott that the stolen silks 
had been sola to Mother Mandelbaum 
in this city. The reason he had, so he said, in 

iving the information, was on account of 
fies. andelbaum having deserted him. Mr.

Mexican Outlaws Murder a Texas Rancher 
and Clean Out the Ranch. 

New York, January 21.—A special from San 
Antonio, Texas, says: Intelligence revhed 
here last evening from Hidelgo County, bor- 
dering on the Grande, and lying in the ex- 
treme southw rn portion of the State, that 
a band, consisting of eight robbers, crossed 
over from Mexico, a few days ago, and raided 
the Palmos ranch, in that county. The raid 
was made in open day. Carlos Schunaor, 
the proprietor, and his clerk made a stout re- 
sistance, but both were shot down. Shu- 
naor was fatally wounded and will die, 
and his clerk lies in a very critical con di- 
tion with small hopes of recovery. 
Having disposed of the occupants of the ranch 
and store, the thieves leisurely proceeded to 
strip the premises and carried away money 
and valuables amounting to $2,800, besides a 
number of horses. None of the perpetrators 
have been apprehended. Itis believed that they 
are a portion of an organized band of outlaws 
under the leadership of the notorious 
Le Pelon, who is one of the most 
daring and _ bloodthirsty chiefs of the 
Lower Rio Grande, the deeds of whose 
lawless gang of desperadoes have often struck 
terror to the citizens residing on either side 
of the river, and this recent raid by them has 
caused wide-spread consternation in Hidalgo 
County, which is principally occupied by 
ranches, whose residences are so remote from 
each other thatthey cannot successfully com- 
bine and resist the attacks of (their enemy and 
whose only protection lies inihe rough ser- 
vice of the State, which has been reduced 80 
as to render it practically useless as a con- 
stabulary force.
